Boston Trape Sate.—The great advantages to be derived from annual 
trade sales in Boston by the book dealers have demanded for the preeenes 
whenever discussed, the attention of all persons either directly or indirectly 
interested in the matter, and due weight having of late been given to the 
importance of the measure, we now find our friends of the trade taking with 
much gnergy and spirit the initiative steps. Yesterday morning, to a prop- 
erly issued call, an adjourned meeting of publishers and sellers was held at 





the store of Little, Brown & Co., for the purpose of consulting as to the ex- 

ediency of the project, and as to the proper course to be pursued, in carry- 
ing out the design. Mr. Wm. D. Ticknor, of Ticknor & Fields, was appointed 
Chairman, and Mr. Wm. H. Dennett, of James Munroe & Co., Secretary, 
The attendance was quite large, and there were representatives present from 
all the leading firms of the city. : 

Several gentlemen present advanced views upon the subject, all approy- 
ing the enterprise, and the final result was the passage of a vote providing 
that a trade sale be held in Boston during the first week of August next, sim- 
ilar to those held in New York and Philadelphia. 

The meeting then proceeded to the appointment of an executive commit- 
tee, whose duty it should be, possessing full powers, to make all necessary 
arrangements for the sale, including certain important conditions, the em- 

loyment of auctioneer, ete. That committee was made to consist of the fol-

r the Diffusion of Useful Subeledes: This fact shows the estimation in 
which the English hold globes. It is unnecessary for us to mention the 
many erroneous impressions that students receive from maps, when there 
are no globes at hand to remove these impressions, or to prevent them en- 
tirely. It is almost, if not wholly, impossible to teach Mathematical Geog- 
raphy without the aid of a globe. This department of geography receives 
more attention as the condition of our scbools improve. The time will soon 
come, if teachers do their duty, when trustees of schools will be as much 
ashamed of refusing to purchase globes on account of their cost, as they 
would be to be heard inquiring for cheap teachers. The most extensive 
globe manufacturers in this country, so far as we know, are Moore & Nims, 
of Troy, New York. The Home Journal says, in trying to remove the im- 
pression which exists in the minds of some, that globes of American manufac- 
ture are inferior to foreign globes, “ That among a large variety of English 
globes which they have examined, there is not one to equal in accuracy, 
completeness, or beauty and elegance, the sixteen-inch bronze pedestal stand 
pair, of Troy manufacture.”—ZJndiana School Journal. 


Mr. Bentley announces an English translation, “ with illustrations,” of 
Julius Frébel’s “‘ Aus Amerika.” Herr Frébel was a German exile of 1848, 
who migrated across the Atlantic in search of freedom anda home. His ex- 
a were of the most varied kind, geographical and personal, from New 

ork to San Francisco, as soap-boiler, mineralogist, commercial employé, and 
last, not least, newspaper editor. Herr Frébel has made himself well known 
since his return to Europe, by the publication not only of this work, but of 
various interesting disquisitions on the United States, specially considered in 
their relations to German emigration. One of the most valuable sections of 
the book about to appear in an English dress will be found the minute ac- 
count of the chief states of Central America.—Lit. Gazette. 


On Saturday last the Master of the Rolls delivered a judgment on a lit- 
érary case of interest. Messrs. Bradbury & Evans, publishers and part pro- 
etors of Household Words, made an interlocutory motion to restrain Mr. 
ickens from publishing an advertisement, to the effect that Household 
Words would be discontinued after May next. When the original agreements 
had been read and the lawyers heard on both sides, Sir John Romilly, ac- 
cording to the report advertised by Mr. Dickens, and which appears in our 
business columns, said :—“ The property in a literary work is, I believe, con- 
fined to the mere title, and the title to this work is Household Words, and 
that is settled in a partnership; and, accordingly, that is part of the partner- 
ship assets, and that may be sold, such as it is, provided it has any exist- 
ence.” Sir John suggested that the difficulty would be met by Mr. Dickens 
putting in the words ‘‘by me,” or “by the editor,” or “ by the authors,” 
after the word “ discontinued.” Messrs. Bradbury & Evans contended that 
Mr. Dickens had no power to put an end to the work ; but the Master of the 
Rolls said he was “clear that he has not. I am not clear,” Sir John con- 
tinued, ‘that his mere retirement will not ipso facto annihilate it, and that 
it is not considered entirely and solely associated with his name, and that, in 
point of fact, the name ‘ Household Words’ would be literally worth nothing 
as soon as it is perfectly well known that he has nothing more to do with it. 
That one cannot tell till the result shall happen.” It results from this state- 
ment that the copyright of a title rests in the words inserted in the deed, not 
in those on the title-page or the head-lines.—A theneum.
